Oilsands 
not linked 
to cancer: 
Report 


O Oilsands don’t deserve all criticism, but oversight has 
to improve: Scientists O Royal Society report out today 


Alberta’s oilsands don’t deserve all the bad 
press they’ve been getting, but the govern¬ 
ments that regulate them do, concludes a 
new study by a panel of some of Canada’s 
top scientists. 

In a report to be released today, a seven- 
member panel from the Royal Society of 
Canada found there’s “no credible 
evidence” that contaminants from the oil¬ 
sands are boosting cancer levels in down¬ 
stream communities. 

It also found that the Athabasca River 
isn’t currently threatened by industrial 
water use. 

But the panel — which was convened 
by the society, independent of any govern¬ 
ment, company or non-governmental or¬ 
ganization — concluded there are 
considerable risks posed by oilsands devel¬ 
opment that aren’t being addressed by ei¬ 


ther the Alberta or federal government. 

“Our governments — federal and 
provincial — need to show some 
leadership in... clearly demonstrating re¬ 
sponsibility in how the oilsands are 
currently developed now and in the 
future,” says the report’s executive 
summaiy, released in advance of the full 
report. “The current visibility of relevant 
provincial and federal agencies ... in deal¬ 
ing with the major environmental 
challenges is low and is generally not in 
line with the scale of those challenges.” 

Despite the criticism, Alberta Environ¬ 
ment Minister Rob Renner welcomed the 
report. “It raises a number of issues that 
require attention — some of which are al¬ 
ready being addressed — and puts into 
perspective the actual impacts of oilsands 
development,” he said, the Canadian press

Homicide investigators are 
probing a west Edmonton 
neighbourhood for clues 
after a man was found 
dead in a pickup truck in a 
back alley. 

Police responded to a 
call near 116 Avenue and 
127 Street NW in 
Inglewood just after 1 p.m. 

The victim was found in 
the front seat of the black 
truck. The windows of the 
truck had been smashed. 

Trina Quinn, who lives 
in an apartment building 
at the other end of the al¬ 
ley, walked down the path¬ 
way at 8:25 a.m. but didn’t 
notice anything out of the 
ordinaiy. 

She said that in the year 
she has lived in the area, 
she has seen police a few 
times. 

“But I’ve never seen 
anything like this before,” 
she said while standing on 
a street corner across the 
street from the scene, 
about half a block away 
from Inglewood Elemen¬ 
tary School. 

Quinn has three 
children — aged five, 
three and five months — 
and her oldest attends 
kindergarten at the 
school, which held 
students for approximate¬ 
ly 30 minutes after regular 
dismissal time to ensure 
their safety. 

“It’s scaiy,” she said. 

“It’s right in the middle 
between my house and the 
school.”

Those nestled in what is 
known as Edmonton’s ur¬ 
ban warehouse district are 
cautiously optimistic about 
a five-year pilot project — 
especially in regards to resi¬ 
dential parking. 

Zoning for the down¬ 
town plan was approved by 
council Monday and, mov¬ 
ing forward, housing devel¬ 
opers will not be required 
to include parking in the 
district, which stretches 
from 105 to 109 streets, 
north from Jasper Avenue 
to 104 Avenue. 

Tom McFall, executive di¬ 
rector of the Alberta Arts 
Council on 106 Street and 
101 Avenue, said he is 
drawn to areas that “aren’t 
car places,” listing Queen 
Street in Toronto and the 
hub of Portland, Ore., as at¬ 
tractive for that reason,

adding such areas focus on 
wallcability and transit, fit¬ 
ting into the city’s goal for 
downtown Edmonton.

A new report released by 
the Frontier Centre For 
Public Policy has found a 
“sizable gap” between Al¬ 
berta’s health-care system 
and that of top-perform¬ 
ing Canadian provinces. 

The independent orga¬ 
nization’s 2010 Canada 
Health Consumer Index, 
released yesterday morn¬ 
ing, ranks Alberta in a tie 
for seventh out of the 10 
provinces and dead last in 
the wait-times category. 

Lethbridge resident Al¬ 
ly Keith knows all too 
well the frustrations that 
come with booking a sur¬ 
gery. When she consid-

ered postponing an opera¬ 
tion in Calgary to have 
her tonsils removed, doc¬ 
tors told her it could take 


up to two years to 
reschedule. 

“I was a little shocked,” 
said Keith, who went 
ahead with the surgery 
yesterday. 

“That’s a long time ... I 
thought, ‘I have got to get 
this done now.’” 

Ben Eisen, author of 
the Frontier Centre re¬ 
port, said Alberta has 
seemingly made little 
progress in improving sit¬ 
uations like the one faced 
by Keith. 

“In the specific case of 
Alberta, for the eight indi¬ 
cators we looked at for 
wait times, there wasn’t 
one of them in which Al¬ 
berta earned a score of 
good,” he said.

O Down-to-the-wire confidence votes capped hours 
of tension inside and outside parliament 


Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi won back-to- 
back confidence votes yes¬ 
terday in the Italian 
parliament, narrowly sur¬ 
viving one of the toughest 
fights of his political life. 
But violent protests greeted 
his victory, as rioters 
torched cars, smashed win¬ 
dows and clashed with po¬ 
lice. 

Riot police fired tear gas 
to tiy to disperse the 
crowds in Rome after earli¬ 
er trying to cordon off the 
area around parliament. 
Clouds of tear gas and or¬ 
ange flares engulfed some 
streets. Shops full of Christ-

Volcanoes 
of ice on 
Titan, say 
scientists 

Scientists said yesterday 
they have found the best 
evidence yet of ice volca¬ 
noes on Saturn’s giant 
moon Titan. 

Unlike volcanoes on 
Earth, such a volcano on 
Titan may spew ice and 
hydrocarbons instead of 
molten lava. 

“We finally have some 


mas goods hurriedly closed 
down, and employees at 
one bank cowered in fear as 
waves of stone-throwing 
youths swept by.

Researchers 
said the landforms 
resembled Mount Etna 
in Italy or Laid volcano 
in Iceland. 

There’s no sign of vol¬ 
canic activity on Titan, 
though scientists are 
keeping watch.

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Assange waits in jail 


O Court grants bail, but Sweden appeals release of WikiLeaks founder 
O Release would include strict conditions O Supporters posted bail 


A British judge granted Ju¬ 
lian Assange bail yester¬ 
day but the WikiLeaks 
founder will remain in 
custody for at least anoth¬ 
er 48 hours after Swedish 
prosecutors said they 
would challenge the deci¬ 


sion. 

Assange, a 39-year-old 
Australian, has already 
spent a week in a British 
jail following his surren¬ 
der to police in a Swedish 
sex-crimes investigation. 
He denies any wrongdo¬ 


ing and his lawyers say he 
plans to fight Sweden’s 
extradition request. 

Britain’s High Court 
will hear the Swedish ap¬ 
peal, although it wasn’t 
immediately clear when. 

Assange’s lawyer, Mark 


Stephens, said his client’s 
relief at the bail decision 
had already evaporated, 
calling it “unfortunate” 
that “the Swedes won’t 
abide by the umpire’s de¬ 
cision.”

Gas line blamed 
in hotel blast that 
killed 3 Albertans 


Prosecutors say new evi¬ 
dence suggests a gas-line 
leak probably caused the 
Nov. 14 explosion that 
killed five Canadians and 
two Mexicans at a hotel on 
Mexico’s Caribbean coast. 

The attorney general of 
the state where the hotel 
is located says investiga¬ 
tors found an unautho¬ 
rized extension of a gas 
line under the hotel 
lounge where the blast oc¬ 
curred. 

Attorney General Fran¬ 
cisco Alor says the line had 
apparently been damaged 
and leaked prior to the 
blast. 


Officials had earlier said 
an accumulation of 
swamp or sewage gas may 
have fuelled the blast. 

Alor said yesterday that 
those may have con¬ 
tributed, but the heating- 
gas line appears to be the 
main culprit and may have 
been set off by a spark 
from an electric switch or 
plug. 

Five Canadians, includ¬ 
ing three from Alberta, 
were killed in the explo¬ 
sion, along with two hotel 
workers, and 18 others, 
many of them from On¬ 
tario, were injured.

A family en route to a 
beach vacation, truckers 
hauling loads, commuters 
and even a British hip-hop 
star unwittingly joined a 
300-strong fraternity of 
snowbound motorists 
trapped in vehicles 
overnight as a fierce storm 
walloped southwestern 
Ontario. 

With everyone believed 
to have been rescued from 
snow-swept Highway 402 
by late yesterday 
afternoon, all that was left 
was a final sweep to make 
sure no one was missed — 
and a massive cleanup.

Bethlehem has seen a 
record number of tourists 
this year and its 
thousands of hotel rooms 
are frilly booked for 
Christmas week, thanks 
to steadily declining 
violence in the West Bank 
over the past few years. 

It’s a welcome bit of 
good news in a period that 
is otherwise gloomy, with 
a U.S.-led Israeli-Palestin- 
ian peace effort appearing 
to have run aground. 

So far this year, 1.4 mil¬ 
lion tourists have visited 
the traditional birthplace 
of Jesus and 90,000 are ex¬ 
pected during the Christ¬ 
mas season, a significant 
increase over last year, ac¬ 
cording to Israeli govern¬ 
ment figures. 


The town’s 2,750 hotel 
rooms are booked solid 
for Christmas week and 
four more hotels are 
under construction. The 
expected turnout for 
Christmas week is up 
strongly from about 
70,000 last year. 

The Bethlehem they 
find may be different 
from what many expect: 
For one thing, Christians 


have lost their majority: 
More than two-thirds of 
the 50,000 Palestinian res¬ 
idents are Muslim. 

Still, the town does its 
best to take advantage of 
its place in Christian his- 
toiy, going so far as to link 
the Christmas nativity sto¬ 
ry to the fact that it hous¬ 
es the West Bank’s best 
maternity facility.

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Las Vegas gets a new hot spot 

O U.S. recession has hurt sin city, but new hotel Cosmopolitan hopes things will be turning around 


The last major Las Vegas 
resort approved before the 
Great Recession will have 
to lure thousands of gam¬ 
blers from established 
neighbours to survive after 
it opens today. 

The $3.9-billion US Cos¬ 


mopolitan of Las Vegas, 
built by a German invest¬ 
ment bank after its origi¬ 
nal developer defaulted, 
may have the hippest-ever 
TV commercials: Over a 
garage-roclc soundtrack 
with a jazzy interlude, 


guests with crafty smiles 
stray across a landscape of 
shiny dance floors, sooth¬ 
ing guest rooms and tables 
laden with food and drink. 

But the 2,995-room Cos¬ 
mopolitan is entering a 
market that’s struggling. 


And analysts say that just 
to cover its debt, it will 
need to do better than 
even the top-performing 
Bellagio, its neighbour to 
the north with 3,933 
rooms and the same 
amount of casino space as

Cosmopolitan. 

“If you take a look at 
eveiything that’s opened 
in recent years, these prop¬ 
erties have all struggled 
out of the gate,” said Bill 
Lerner, an analyst with 
Union Gaming Group. “I’m 
not sure why this will be 
different.” 

Tourism to Las Vegas 
has increased from the 
woeful days of 2008 and 
2009. And Lerner says the 
Cosmopolitan will get sig¬ 
nificant help from being 
owned by Deutsche Bank, 
which gave the project far 
lower interest rates and 
better terms than usual for 
commercial loans. 

The Cosmopolitan’s in¬ 
sides are designed to make 
people gawk. Video-screen 
columns cycling moving 
art greet visitors in the lob¬ 
by. Across the resort, 
guests can sip cocktails in¬ 
side a three-storey chande¬ 


lier. And its 13 restaurants 
(including an unmarked 
pizza joint) will offer 
world-class cuisine to 
please any New York food¬ 
ie. But the Cosmopolitan’s 
biggest trump on the com¬ 
petition might be its 
rooms, most of which offer 
spacious terraces with in¬ 
comparable views of Las 
Vegas. Most were planned 
as condominiums — big 
and with kitchenettes. 

The resort has enough 
gambling space to fill al¬ 
most two football fields, 
with some spots offering 
slot-side bottle service. It’ll 
have just a handful of bac¬ 
carat tables to start, even 
though the generally high- 
stalces game has held its 
popularity through the re¬ 
cession; Unwin said the 
Cosmopolitan’s gambling 
business will adapt to its 
customers.

O Spare 15 minutes a few hours before you serve dinner to create this effortless pomegranate-rosemary brisket 


Sometimes, low and slow 
is the best way to deal with 
a dinner short on time. 

Even if dinner takes sev¬ 
eral hours to cook, but you 
don’t need to do anything 
to the food during that 
time, it might as well be a 
20-minute meal. 

That was the inspiration 
for this bold, rich roasted 
brisket with red wine jus. 

You start by bashing to¬ 
gether fresh rosemaiy, gar¬ 
lic, salt and black 
peppercorns. The blend is 
rubbed over a brisket. 

The meat is surrounded 
by mushroom caps, a quar¬ 
tered onion and a quar¬ 
tered pomegranate. Pop it 
in the oven and walk away. 

When the brisket is 
done, you set it onto a 
plate to rest, spoon the 
mushrooms around it, 
then strain the liquid in 
the pot. And that’s about 
it. The pomegranate 
breaks down during cook¬ 
ing, lending a tart-sweet 
flavour that complements 
the salty flavour of the 
meat, the associated press 



Pomegranate-Rosemary 
Brisket with Red Wine Jus 


Preparation: 


I Heat oven to 150 C (300 
F). Drizzle oil over 
bottom of a Dutch oven.

Using a mortar and 
peselte, spice grinder or 
small food prosessor, 
grind together salt, pep¬ 
percorns, rosemary and 
garlic until they form a 
coarse paste.

Rub rosemary-garlic 
blend over bisket, then 
place meat in Dutch 
oven. Scatter 
mushrooms, onion and 
pomegrnate around 
meat, then pour wine 
down side. Cover pot and 
roast for 2 to 2 1/2 hours 
or until meat is fork ten¬ 
der.

Transfer brisket from pot 
to a serving platter. Use a 
slotted spoon to transfer 
mushrooms to platter. 
Cover with foil and set

Return strained 
liquid to pot and set over 
medium-high. Simmer 
until reduced and thick¬ 
ened, about 10 minutes.

prohibited from discrimi¬ 
nating against employees 
on the basis of “family sta¬ 
tus”, which is generally de¬ 
fined as being in a parent 
and child relationship. 

However, this is a devel¬ 
oping area of law, and bal¬ 
ancing an employer’s right 
to govern the workplace 
with an employee’s 
parental obligations is an 
ongoing power struggle. 

Employers expect em¬ 
ployees to show up and 
perform the duties of their 
position. Further, employ¬ 
ers can set hours of work 
and schedule shifts. 

Family status issues 
arise when the employer 
changes a condition of em¬ 
ployment causing interfer¬ 
ence with an employee’s 
parental obligations. 

In these cases, an em¬ 
ployee may require accom¬ 
modation. That said, not 
all workplace changes will 
result in discrimination 
and the need for accom¬ 
modation. The “test” is a 
change which causes inter¬ 
ference with a parental ob¬ 
ligation outside the scope 
of ordinary child care re¬ 
quirements. 

Examples include an 
employee who required 


specific post-natal schedul¬ 
ing changes and an em¬ 
ployee whose child had a 
medical condition which 
necessitated special after- 
school care. 

Conversely, discrimina¬ 
tion has not be found 
where an employee was 
unable to relocate to a new 
job site due to a custody 
arrangement, where there 
were other reasonable 
child care alternatives 
available, or where the em¬ 
ployer’s change prevented 
an employee from attend¬ 
ing his or her’s child’s ex¬ 
tra-curricular activities. 

If an employee requests 
accommodation based on 
family status, employers 
should ask what special 
circumstances exist, pro¬ 
vide no more than the 
minimum amount of time 
off, and remind the em¬ 
ployee that this time off is 
unpaid. 

An employee who re¬ 
quests accommodation 
must be mindful that that 
accommodation will only 
be granted in extraordi¬ 
nary circumstances. And 
these extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstances do not in¬ 
clude attending your 
child’s hockey games.

O Current evidence shows that grouping students 
based on their academic abilities may be detrimental 


“Grouping” by ability, or 
“tracking” or “streaming” 
means that students are 
placed into groups de¬ 
fined by their ability lev¬ 
els. 

Students may be 
grouped by ability either 
for a subject (for example 
for mathematics or read¬ 
ing) or for all or almost all 
their instruction. 

Students* assignment 
to an ability group may be 
temporary, changing dur¬ 
ing the year, or relatively 
permanent. 

Advocates of grouping 
by ability claim that it can 
raise achievement stan¬ 
dards, since teachers can 
target their instruction 
and use resources more 
effectively. 

However, research has 
shown that grouping by 
ability can have adverse 
effects on students’ atti¬ 
tudes toward schooling 
and their self-esteem. 


Studies on ability 
grouping show in¬ 
equitable outcomes and 
social consequences. 

• It is very difficult to 
distinguish "ability” from 
“prior achievement.” 

• Use of grouping by 
ability is associated with 
worse overall student per¬ 
formance. 

• Students placed in 
higher ability groups may 
perform better but stu¬ 
dents placed in lower abil¬ 
ity groups typically 
perform worse than in 
mixed ability groups. 

• There is a tendency 
for lower teacher expecta¬ 
tion and lower quality of 
instruction in lower abili¬ 
ty groups. 

• For students assigned 
to low-ability groups. 


there are negative effects 
on their self-esteem, moti¬ 
vation and attitudes to¬ 
ward schooling. 

Research suggests that 
students in non-grouped 
settings, especially for 
those with lower achieve¬ 
ment, have more healthy 
and positive attitudes to¬ 
ward school than stu¬ 
dents tend to have in 
grouped settings. 

Researchers advocate 
using mixed grouping as 
well as reducing ability 
grouping in schools, but 
more important is to fo¬ 
cus much attention on 
improving instruction 
and curriculum for stu¬ 
dents of all achievement 
levels.

to feel some kind of ur¬ 
gency for it. And it has to 
be difficult, as we perform 
best when our brains are 
most awake,” he explains. 

These four categories 
add up to the most impor¬ 
tant goal, what Murphy de¬ 
scribes as a “hard goal.” 
These goals are highly 
achievable and keep a 
goal-setter motivated. 

“The interesting thing 
is that too often people 
view goal-setting as a one- 
shot endeavor,” Murphy 
says. “You set the goal, you 
forget about it and you ex¬ 
pect it to take care of itself. 
How we feel when we ini¬ 
tially start a goal; that mo¬ 


tivation can wane.” 

Murphy also says that 
setting goals effectively 
can create happiness, or at 
least a more positive point 
of view. “Most people who 
are great achievers, once 
they hit a goal, they’re al¬ 
ways looking for a new 
goal,” he says. 

“We found that people 
who tend to be the happi¬ 
est are people who keep 
goals coming.” 

His advice: “Lay down 
the foundation by finding 
a goal that you want to do 
and find an emotional con¬ 
nection to that goal. You 
have to find some reason 
that you care about it.”

Could the Lincoln MKZ be 
the poster child for deliver¬ 
ing hybrid technology at a 
down-to-earth price? 

Ford’s premium Lincoln 
division touts the new MKZ 
Hybrid sedan as the most 
efficient luxury car in 
North America and brags 
up its hyper-extended fuel 
economy. And with a 
$43,750 price tag, this MKZ 
also happens to be one of 
the better buys out there. 

The hybrid version of the 
MKZ is new to the lineup 
for the 2011 model year, 
but its drive system was 
first installed in the Ford 
Fusion and Mercuiy Milan 
(upon which the MKZ is 
based) for the 2010 model 
year. At about 1,635 kilo¬ 
grams — about 225 kilo¬ 


grams lighter than Lin¬ 
coln’s larger MKS sedan — 
the MKZ is an ideal plat¬ 
form to apply the hybrid 
magic wand. 

Of course, the MKZ has 
to look the part of an up¬ 
scale contender, and it real¬ 
ly does. It might be based 
on the humble Ford Fusion, 
but Lincoln’s designers 
have done a solid job 
sculpting a distinctive front 
end. A delicately creased 
hood and jewel-lilce wrap¬ 
around headlights frame 
the brand’s signature “wa¬ 
terfall” grille. The taillights 
and trunk lid have also 
been dressed up with the 
Lincoln touch. 

The icing on the cake is a 
cool set of nine-spolce 17- 
inch alloy wheels that have 
been fitted with special 
low-rolling-resistance tires. 

You might expect that 


Lincoln would scrimp a bit 
on the Hybrid’s interior 
content to maintain price 
parity with its V6 gas-pow¬ 
ered stablemate. 

Not at all, actually. This 
MKZ offers up standard 
genuine walnut or ash 
wood trim plus leather-cov¬ 
ered seats that are power- 
adjustable (with memory 
settings) and heated and 
cooled in front. 

There are also standard 
backup sensors as well as 
Ford’s Microsoft-powered, 
voice-activated Sync system 
that controls a number of 
communication, entertain¬ 
ment and climate-control 
functions. 

Other unique standard 
features include a capless 
fuel filler that makes top¬ 
ping up a one-handed affair, 
while a keyless entry pad is 
handy if you’re heading to 


the beach or out for a jog 
and don’t want to bring a 
set of keys along. 

Optional is a power sun¬ 
roof, voice-activated naviga¬ 
tion system, keyless remote 
start, rear-view camera, 
blind-spot warning alert 
and a premium THX-brand 
audio package. 

The Hybrid powertrain 
consists of a 156-horsepow- 
er 2.5-litre four-cylinder en¬ 
gine assisted by a 
40-horsepower electric mo¬ 
tor. The net power output is 
191 horses directed to the 
front wheels via a continu¬ 
ously variable transmission 
(CVT). 

If the MKZ Hybrid catch¬ 
es on — and it’s tough to 
see how it won’t — you can 
expect other automakers to 
try and match this Lincoln’s 
impressive fuel economy, 
features and price point.

T here’s more to a vehi¬ 
cle than metal. And 
chances are if it’s not 
metal, it’s something 
created from petroleum — 
like plastic trim and poly¬ 
ester fibre. 

But times are a 
changing. 

Consider this quote on 
Ford’s website, attributed to 
Cynthia Flanigan, a techni¬ 
cal expert with Ford Plastics 
Research: “Whenever petro¬ 
leum-based materials exist 
— in plastic, rubber, foam, 
film or fabric — we are 
looking to minimize its pro¬ 
portion and replace it with 
a sustainable material.” 

A “sustainable material” 
would either be a plant- 
based material and/or a re¬ 
cycled material. 

Ford has been using soy- 


based foam for car seats for 
a few years now (starting on 
the 2007 Mustang). It re¬ 
cently expanded its soy- 
foam portfolio to the 
industry’s first soy-foam 
headliner on the 2010 Es¬ 
cape. 

And among Ford’s recy¬ 
cled materials initiatives are 
seat fabrics made with vary¬ 
ing degrees of post-industri¬ 
al yams, suede-lilce material 
created from plastic pop 
bottles (Taums SHO and Lin¬ 
coln MKZ), and sound dead¬ 
ening and carpet backing 
fashioned in part from old 
blue jeans (2012 Focus). 

While recycling efforts 
are useful and necessary, 
the cooler science projects 
are happening with bio¬ 
based materials. Tractor 
manufacturer John Deer is 



already using com-based 
polymers for certain body 
panels, and Canada’s own 
Motive Industries says it will 
build its new electric car 
with body panels made of 
Alberta-grown hemp. 

There are also R&D initia¬ 
tives to make bio-based 
plastics to replace some 
metal parts in the engine 
department. To stand up to 
the heat, these parts would 
have to be made up of a bio¬ 
plastic hybrid — something 


plant (like castor beans) and 
something nylon perhaps. 

But in addition to all 
these “green” benefits, us¬ 
ing plants to build cars can 
also be a fashion statement. 

Consider the recently an¬ 
nounced BamBoo, which 
Rinspeed, a Swiss auto de¬ 
sign firm, will unveil at this 
spring’s Geneva auto show. 
It’s called BamBoo because 
many interior components 
are made from bamboo fi¬ 
bre. 


Rinspeed’s press release 
says the open-top electric- 
powered concept car “awak¬ 
ens the longing for sun and 
summer; for lightness and 
easiness; and the desire to 
be at the beach.” 

And it gets better: “It is a 
reminiscence of the 70s, of 
the south of France and St. 
Tropez. And one would ex¬ 
pect to find Brigitte Bardot 
behind the wheel with play¬ 
boy Gunther Sachs at her 
side heading toward Tahiti 


beach.” 

Rinspeed figures that 
retro and greeness go good 
together, like wine and 
cheese, claiming that its 
old-new design creations 
are about channeling “the 
yearning to get back to the 
roots, paired with the ab¬ 
solute desire to be in har¬ 
mony with creation.” May 
be a highfalutin way of ex¬ 
pressing the sentiment, but 
probably not a totally off- 
base one for a lot of people. 


High-stress tests

It’s never just enough to de¬ 
sign a new automotive com¬ 
ponent. 

It must then be tested, 
and if it’s going to be tested 
properly, it has to be right 
to the limits of what it can 
take. All automakers do 
this, including Hyundai, 
which performs extreme 
high-stress tests for durabil¬ 
ity. 

Hyundai offers a long 
warranty, “so we had to 


have a way to ensure that 
our products will last that 
amount of time,” says 
Donghee Han, senior re¬ 
search engineer for 
Hyundai’s gasoline engine 
performance test team in 
Korea. 

“We do this many times 
and at many stages of devel¬ 
opment to guarantee that 
these engines will be veiy 
durable.” 

A basic test is to run the 
engine for 300 hours, and 
then even faster for an addi¬ 
tional 20 hours, at high en¬ 
gine speeds that regular 
drivers would never reach. 

In another test, called 
thermal shock, the engine 
is chilled to veiy low tem¬ 


peratures and then run at 
high speeds; other tests in¬ 
clude running with 
coolants and other fluids at 
various temperatures. 

Hyundai doesn’t run 
these tests on cars destined 
for the showroom, but 
rather, when designing the 
engines and their compo¬ 
nents. 

“In the initial stages, we 
find a lot of components 
that break down,” Han says. 

“We find excessive wear 
in parts we don’t expect. So 
we apply different materi¬ 
als, we reinforce the design, 
and we fix any parts that 
show weakness to solve the 
problem. We do tests be¬ 
yond what any customer 


would do, but since we are 
producing thousands of en¬ 
gines, we have to make 
sure we have reliability.” 

Han says that while 
some auto manufacturers 


do 300-hour tests, “they 
normally do it for a small 
portion of their products. 
The big difference for us is 
that we perform this test on 
all of our engines.” 


Redline 


► Severe engine testing goes 
beyond what's known as 
“redline." 

► An engine contains a cen¬ 
tral crankshaft, which spins 
when pistons turn it. 

;► The engine speed is meas¬ 
ured in revolutions per 
minute, or rpm, the num¬ 
ber of times the shaft spins 
each minute. It's the num¬ 
ber you see on the 
vehicle's tachometer. 

► There is a limit to how fast 
everything can spin, and 
beyond that, an engine 
might suffer damage. 

!► This is redline: asking the 
engine's parts to move 
faster than is safe. The 
name comes from the red 
warning line usually found 
on high end of the 
tachometer.

German automaker Audi is 
targeting a new class of ve¬ 
hicle with its A7 Sport- 
back. 

It’s an elegant five-door 
model that the company 
says unites the character of 
a coupe with the comfort 
of a sedan and utility of a 
wagon. 

“Targeting” is the func¬ 
tional word here. 

Audi isn’t inventing a 
new class so much as it’s 
joining a long list of au¬ 
tomakers that have sought 
on and off since the early 
1940s to distinguish them¬ 
selves with a roofline style 
known as the “fastback.” 

This design will be fa¬ 
miliar to anyone with even 
a passing interest in auto¬ 
mobiles; think back to the 
1970s and the iconic Ford 
Mustang and Torino, the 
first Dodge Charger, Jaguar 
E-Type and Datsun 240Z, in 
which rooflines plunged 
dramatically in an extend¬ 
ed sweep from the roof to 
the rear end, leaving no 
trace of a trunk compart¬ 
ment hanging ungainly be¬ 
hind the rear wheels. 

Other more modern, 
iconic examples include 
the Porsche 356 and 911, 
Toyota Celica and the As¬ 
ton Martin DB5, made 
wildly famous by the pas¬ 


senger-ejecting, oil-slick¬ 
spreading, tire-shredding 
sports car featured in the 
classic James Bond movie 
Goldfinger. 

Many might tend to 
think of fastbaclcs as rakish 
two-door coupes, though 
numerous four-door 
sedans have received the 
treatment over the years, 
including the Oldsmobile 
Cutlass Salon and Buiclc 
Century of the early 1980s 
that some say clumsily 
brought the design back 
into fashion at that time. 

According to the 
Beaulieu Encyclopedia of 
the Automobile, the design 
concept actually stems 
from the early 1930s when 
automobile designs that 
were ahead of their time 
included “teardrop stream¬ 
lining at the rear” and 
which would, 25 years lat¬ 
er, come to be called fast- 
back. 

American fastbaclcs pro¬ 
duced by the then Big 
Three automakers — 
Chrysler, Ford and General 
Motors — were known ear¬ 
ly on as “torpedo backs.” 

Merriam-Webster first 
recognized “fastback” as a 
definition in 1954, many 
years before the term 
“hatchback” was popular¬ 
ized and entered the dic¬ 
tionary in 1970. 

Whether you’re in the 
market for a ride that’s vi¬ 
sually exciting at the high 
end of the scale, or some¬ 
thing more widely afford¬ 
able, the fastback could be 
an idea whose time has 
come, once again.
